Franchise at the Saturday Eve- - 
ning Mass Meeting 


GEO. REID STATES HIS PROJECT 


Said the Northern Pacific Had no Ob­ 
jections to the Line—R. R. 
Wise and Others Heard 
The mass meeting at Gardner au­ 
ditorium, called for Saturday eve­ 
ning and for the consideration of the 
street railway franchise, was largely 
attended. 
William Nelson, president of the 
Brainerd Booster club, was chosen 
chairman. 
He first called on Goorge 
Reid, president of the Minnesota Cen­ 
tral Railway company. 
Mr. 
Reid 
said the meeting had been called for 
a free expression of opinion on the 
street railway franchise. 
He said 
the Northern Pacific railway was fav­ 
orable to any enterprise that would 
benefit Brainerd. 
With Joseph Fer- 
rier, vice president and treasurer of 
the Minnesota Central Railway com­ 
pany, they visited St. Paul Friday 
and saw J. M. Hannaford, vice presi­ 
dent of the Northern Pacific railway 
and took up the m atter of crossing 
tne 
Northern 
Pacific 
railway 
in 
Brainerd with a street railway. 
“ I told Mr. Slade,” said Mr. Reid, 
“ that we had a franchise pending 
bere which had passed its first read­ 
ing unanimously and which I be­ 
lieved would pass finally unanimous­ 
ly. 
Mr. Slade said that it was not 
the policy of the Northern Pacific 
Railway company to oppose anything 
that could aid in the development 
aud growth of any city or town along 
Its lines. 
He realized that sooner 
or later Brainerd would have a street 
railway which must 
of 
necessity 
cross its tracks. 
The Northern Pa­ 
cific, always for Brainerd, would not 
oppose the street railway. 
In going 
over the matter Mr. Slade said that 
if we roust cross the Northern Pacific 
tracks he would prefer that we cross 
them at Sixth street. 
I told Mr. 
Slade that Sixth street w’as not the 
logical crossing; that we believed the 
logical crossing was at Eighth street 
arid that we were inclined to believe 
that the council would insist upon 
our crossing at Eighth street. 
“ I told Mr. Slade that we planned 
to pass the car shops just beyond the 
East Brainerd bridge and to follow 
the line of the old street car tracks 
and along Eighth street to Laurel 
street and along 
Laurel 
street 
to 
Sixth street. 
However, 
I 
assured 
him the place of crossing was a mat­ 
ter to be left to future consideration. 
The matter was finally left in this 
shape: 
That when we planned our 
route and before we submitted ii to 
the council we should consult him. 
No disposition on the part of Mr. 
Slads was shown to oppose the budd­ 
ing of a street railway in Brainerd 
and an electric line covering the Cuy.- 
una iron range.” 
Mr. Reid then took up the confer­ 
ence he had with Edmund Penning­ 
ton, president of the Soo Line, at his 
office in Minneapolis, and said: “ We 
arranged with Mr. Pennington' as we 


had done with Mr. Slade to make ne 
grade crossings of our proposed Guy­ 
ana range line over either of the two 
steam railroads; to cross over or un­ 
der at points that would cause the 
least interference to ore traffic.” 
Mr. Reid then suggested that It. 
R. Wise be given the floor next. 
Mr. 
Wise detailed his various conversa­ 
tions with 
Mr. Reid. 
The 
latter 
claimed nine aldermen favored tho 
street railway proposition. 
Mr. Wise 
said he was not opposed to a street 
railway. 
He knew of no Wise clique 
and had not spoken to more than four 
men at a time and contemplated no 
mass meeting. 
Ho said Mr. Reid had 
given him a copy of the franchise to 
read. 
He related his experience at 
the council meeting and how he had 
told some of the Commercial club 
members to attend the council ses­ 
sion. 
He told of his tilt there and 
the criticisms he had made. 
He had 
no feeling towards Mr. 
Reid, 
but 
wanted to know about the franchise. 
Ile asked the capitalization, the cars 
of streets, the rate of fare, eco. 
He 
was in favor of a street railway if the 
'nterests of the city were properly 
saftguardet’ m d 
if the 
promoters 
would be bonded. 
Mr. Wise said the 
franchise read at this mass meeting 
was different from the"one given him 
by Mr. Held. 
Alderman Ca’lupe explained that 
the franchise read was the franchise 
as amended by che city council. 
Col. C. D. Johnson said he had 
given the franchise only casual con­ 
sideration. 
He said Mr. Reid's ne­ 
gotiations were conducted in an un­ 
diplomatic manner. 
He claimed two 
miles of street railway 
were 
not 
enough. 
Attorney M. E. Ryan said he spoke 
as a private citizen and that not a 
man, woman or child in Brainerd was 
opposed to a street railway. 
He said 
he was in favor of a street car sys­ 
tem if on© could get it here. 
He 
pointed out some things which he 
claimed should be in every franchise. 
Au© city council should 
have 
the 
right of repeal lf the conditions of 
the franchise were broken and if 
broken, the property should revert to 
the city. 
A rate can be made to ap­ 
ply to children under 12, and by con­ 
tract to carry policeman and firemen. 
There was nothing in the franchise 
about rate regulation. 
Attorney George IL pardner crit­ 
icized Mr. Ryan, and said Mr. Ryan, 
if he had his way would draw up a 
franchise in which he would incorpor­ 
ate matters m at were not under dis­ 
cussion. 
“Seemingly, if Mr. 
Ryan 
had his say,” said Mr. Gardner, “ he 
would tie up this franchise so that 
tne Minnesota Central Railway com­ 
pany nor any other railway com­ 
pany could possibly accept It.” 
Attorney C. A. Russell said that a 
franchise tied up as Mr. Ryan had 
outlined it would be a franchise the 
like of which existed nowhere else 
in the United States. 
“Somebody be­ 
sides Mr. Ryan should pass on the 
franchise,” said Mr. Rlussell. 
Mr. 
Russell and Mr. Ryan engaged in 
several tilts. 
Dr. J. A. Thabes Bald h© wanted a 
street railway 
in 
Brainerd. 
He 
wanted a certain number 
of 
cars 
specified to run. 
Mr. Wise, at the conclusion of a

With Joseph Ferrier, 
vice-president and treasurer of our 
company, I went to St. Paul yesterday 
and met by appointment, J. M. Han- 
naford, vice president and general 
manager, and George T. Slade, third 
ice president of the Northern Paci­ 
fic Company, and took up the matter 
of crossing the railroad in Brainerd 
at grade with a street railway. 
This 
matter comes within the province of 
Mr. Slade. 
“ I told Mr. Slade that w’e had a 
franchise pending here which had 
passed its first reading unanimously 
and which 
I believed 
would 
pass 
finally unanimously. 
Mr. Slade said 
that it was not the policy of the 
Northern Pacific Railway Company 
to oppose anyining that would aid 
in the growth'o f any city or tow’n 
along its 
lines. 
He 
realized 
that 
sooner or later Brainerd would have 
street railway which, of necessity, 
must 
cross 
the 
Northern 
Pacific 
tracks.

“ In going over the matter, Mr. 
Slade said that if we must cross the 
Northern Pacific tracks he would pre­ 
fer that we cross them at Sixth street.

at Eighth street and mat we were 
inclined to believe that the council 
would Insist upon our crossing at 
Eighth street.

Mr. Pennington listened at­ 
tentively and evidently is deeply in­ 
terested in the development of this 
city. 
“ We arranged with Mr. Penning­ 
ton, as we had done with Mr. Slade, 
to make no grade crossings of our 
.proposed Cuyuna 
range line over 
either of the two steam railways; to 
cross over or under at points that 
would cause the least interference 
with ore traffic. 
Mr. Pennington, 
gentlemen, told me that the Cuyuna 
iron range would ship three- million 
tons of ore next year. 
“As showing the possible growth 
of Bjrainerd during the next few i 
fears, I will read to you part of a I 
letter to me from 
Mr. 
David 
T. 
Adams. 
Mr. Adams is the gentleman 
to whom we offered the presidency 
of the Minnesota Central, but we 
withdrew' th© ofTer because of his 
attitude 
towards 
organized 
labor. 
No man, perhaps, is better qualified 
to judge of the probable growth of 
Brainerd and the Cuyuna iron range 
than Mr. Adams. 
He uncovered Hie 
ore bodies at Virginia and Eveletn, 
and ow’ned the townsites of both of 
those prosperous cities. 
Under date 
of July l l , from Chicago, Mr. Adams 
w'rote; 
“ ‘It is not necessary for me to 
tell you in this letter what I think 
about this enterprise, as you al­ 
ready 
know 
from 
me 
personally. 
However, I cannot help but repeat 
what I have said many times: that 
an interurban railroad starting from 
the City of Brainerd, 
running a, 
^northeasterly course along the Missis­ 
sippi river and to the north side of 
the Cuyuna range; 
from there to 
Deerwood, and looping back on the 
south side of the range to Brainerd, 
cannot help eventually becoming a 
great paying enterprise not only for 
its stockholders, but it will be a great 
feeder to the City of Brainerd, not, 
however, as we would be led to be­ 
lieve, detrimental 
to the Cuyuna 
i&nge towns. 
“ ‘If I am not mistaken, statistics 
show that interurban roads promote 
travel to a great percentage. 
It is 
probably safe to say that twenty 
per cent, more people would travel 
back and fortu from Brainerd to the 
Ctyuna iron range over a railroa* 
cf the kind mentioned than would 
otherwise. 
And another point I want 
to repeat to you is that in compiling 
your figures as to the population 
along the route proposed, it would 
be safe for you to estimate the pop­ 
ulation on th© range alone at 50,000 
people at least, in five years from 
now. 
The growth from the present 
until then will of course be gradual 
and steady. 
I wish you abundant 
success with your enterprise.” ’ 
Concluding his speech, Mr. Reid 
suggested to Chairman Nelson that 
R. R. Wise be given the floor next. 
He said he would have everything 
that Mr. W ise might say taken down 
in shorthand and published in The 
Brainerd Dispatch on Monday at the 
expense of uis company.
